Rut lf we are to prove that the peo­ 
ple really rule, In this country, if we 
wish to demonstrate that a democra­ 
cy is better than the autocracy that 
we are spending our blood and treas­ 
ure to over-throw, it is time that we 
ceased talking loudly, but ineffectu­ 
ally, and took some united action 
I that will let our congressmen know 
i that we consider it far safer to place 
| the control of prices In the hands of 
the president than to leave it In hr 
hands of selfish interests. 
Herbert C. Hoover says that he will 
succeed as food administrator “ with 
the help of legitimate distributors of 
food-stufTs, and 
the 
women ” 
He 
should have qualified tills statement 
with, “ backed by the voters." 
The 
opinions of unenfranchised members 
of an electorate are not taken seri­ 
ously unless said members happen to 
exert unusual influence over voter*. 
Inasmuch, therefore, as the women 
of Minnesota are not enfranchised. 
it is up to the men to get busy. if 
they expect the women to do their 
part. 
There Is one thing the women can 
do, however. 
They can present peti­ 
tions on this subject to the voters to 
sign, and the advisability of doing 
this will he discussed at the all- 
women’s meeting at Library hall on 
Thursday, May 24th, at 3:30 P. M.

Every new town retaken by the 
F re n ch arm ies reveals fresh facts re­ 
g a r d in g th e almost incredible system 
employed by the G e rm a n s to “ G er­ 
m a n iz e” the local in h a b ita n ts. 
Officers had the rig h t to stop any 
civilian on th e street and dem and 
t h a t he show his 
watch. 
If 
the 
hands varied even to th e slightest 
degree from 
the 
“ G erm a n 
official 
t im e ” as carried by the officer, the 
u n f o r t u n a t e 
civilian 
was 
heavily 
fined. 
Officers could also en t e r private 
houses to look at clocks.

The first requisite Is a clean 
fire and it good draft. 
Green coni 
should never Is* used In hardening; 
chareoal is to lie preferred. 
A good 
coke for this use, too, is easily pre­ 
pared. 
TIU* is made by hanking the 
fill* well with green coking eoul and 
poking holes iii th** hunk to let the 
blast through. Turn the blast ou full, 
and when all of tho gas Is out til© coke 
may Is* broken tip und luid on tile 
hack of tin* fir** ready for us© iii weld 
tug aud hardening. 
Tile heat should 
he ii bright cherry red and should l*e 
uniform

Wilson outlined the administration's 
food control program in a statem ent 
and declared the powers asked for 
the government are no greater than 
those other governments at war have 
been compelled to take. 
There is no intention, he said, to 
restrain or 
interfere

normal 
processes of production. 
The statement also makes formal 
announcement that Herbert 
Hoover 
has been asked to become food ad­ 
ministrator and that he has accepted 
on condition that neither he nor ids 
immediate assistants shall receive any 
pay for their services. 
“Although it is absolutely necessary 
that unquestionable powers be placed 
in my hands," the president's state­ 
ment says, ‘ I ani confident the exer­ 
cise of those powers will be neces­ 
sary 
only in 
the few cases where 
some small and selfish minority proves 
unwilling to put the nation s Interests 
above personal advantage." 
For the present Mr. Hoover’s pow­ 
ers are limited owing to tile failure 
of congress to [lass the necessary leg 
(station. 
President 
Wilson 
outlined 
the need for these additional powers 
including the power to fix prices and 
to requisition food supplies.
